KHRUSHCHEV'S SPEECH FOR RED CHINA'S ADMISSION, WADSWORTH'S REPLY 
AND OTHER U.N. DEVELOPMENTS OVER WEEKEND COVERED

Premier Khrushchev's speech calling for the admission of 
Communist China to the United Nations, and the reply of U. S. Ambassador 
James J. Wadsworth, were covered in a special program on the NBC Tele- 
vision and Radio Networks Saturday, Oct. 1. 

This special nighttime program (7-7:30 p.m. EDT) included 
excerpts of Khrushchev's speech and Wadsworth's reply, in which he said 
that the Soviet leader's remarks cast doubt on "the possibility of 
serious, constructive, calm negotiation.” NBC News! correspondent 
Pauline Frederick reported from the UN. 

Other UN developments were covered on "Chet Huntley Reporting" 
Sunday, Oct. 2 (5:30-6 p.m. EDT). Chet Huntley examined the role of 
Red China in current world developments, and Joseph C. Harsch commented 
on the meeting between Prime Minister Macmillan and President Eisenhower.

The new venture, titled "Quest," was announced today by David 
Levy, Vice President, Programs and Talent. 

Donald B. Hyatt, director of Special Projects, will be execu-~ 
tive producer of the series, which is being developed for presentation 
next year. Each of the programs will be filmed on location. 

"Quest" is the creation of Eugene S. Jones, a member of the 
Special Projects staff, who will be the producer. In the past 10 years, 
Jones has carried out a wide variety of award-winning programming 
assignments for NBC Television which have taken him many times around 
the world. 

The "Quest" specials, Hyatt said, will range over primitive 
Societies in some of the world's most remote and dangerous places,

Serving as guide for each "Quest" will be a dedicated man 
or woman who has forsaken the comforts of civilization to face daily 
peril and hardship to minister to the needs of a people whose past is 
dark and whose future is uncertain.

It is hoped that Dr. Albert Schweitzer will be filmed at his 
hospital at Lambarene in the new Gabon republic. 

"This will be a series in the image of the highly-acclaimed 
Victory at Sea' and 'Project 20! series," Hyatt said. "It will be an 
actuality drama with real people in far-off places as its stars and 
with the diverse problems they face as its theme. Though all these 
stories may not yet have reached a conclusion, their message is one 
of hope and positive achievement. Each of the groups we will visit 
has been joined by an individual who has gone out to guide them and 
help them find their destiny -- a symbol of man's humanity to man," 

And he added: "It seems to be a particularly appropriate 
programming venture at a time of broad technological advance into 
space. Our major problems and continuing crises still relate to man's 
failure to understand himself and his fellow-man." 

A major musical personality will compose an orchestral score 
for each of the programs, which will be telecast at intervals in prime

"Klondike," a new filmed adventure-drama series based on the 
great gold rush in the Yukon Territory at the turn of the century, will 
premiere on the NBC-TV Network Monday, Oct. 10 (9-9:30 p.m. EDT). 

The weekly half-hour series, starring Ralph Taeger with Mari 
Blanchard, Joi Lansing and James Coburn as the four central characters, 
will be sponsored by R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. William Esty 
Company Inc. is the agency. 

The locale of "Klondike," which is based on Pierre Berton's 
authoritative book, "The Klondike Fever," is the Canada-Alaska border 
of 1897-99 -- frenzied years in which gold-crazed prospectors lived a 
life of excitement and adventure in a struggle for the golden pay- 
dirt. 

"Klondike" tells the story of four persons drawn to the 
Yukon Territory by the lure of riches and adventure. Mike Halliday 
(Ralph Taeger), the central character, is a tall, rugged youth filled 
With a love of danger and good times. Jeff Durain (James Coburn), a 
charming scoundrel, gets his gold from the free-spending prospectors 
after they make their strikes. The other two principals are Kathy 
O'Hara (Mari Blanchard), a shrewd and enterprising businesswoman, and 
Goldie (Joi Lansing), Durain's sweetheart and accomplice.

In the opening episode Oct. 10, "Klondike Fever," Halliday 
(Taeger ) tangles with the man who is to become the dictator of Skagway, 
while aboard ship enroute to the Alaskan gold rush town. The apparent- 
ly naive, Young Halliday moves into fast company when he out-maneuvers 
shrewd Duraine (Coburn) in a high-stakes poker game, then tries to 
attract Goldie (Miss Lansing). Fleeced of his savings by Duraine and 
Goldie, Halliday lands in Skagway to form a mutual defense pact with 
hotel owner Kathy O'Hara (Miss Blanchard) against the terrorist activi- 
ties of Duraine and his gangsters. 

The cast includes Carl Swenson as Judge Weinstock, Ray Teal 
as Augie Teejen, Sam Edwards as little Billie Leigh, Robert Tetrick as 
a henchman, Bob Bryant as big Jack Rollins, and Charles Reade as 
Sweeper.

A 37-game schedule of professional basketball games which 
the NBC-TV Network will televise nationally on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons during the 1960-61 season has been announced by Maurice 
Podoloff, president of the National Basketball Association, and 
Tom S. Gallery, NBC Sports Director. 

Mr. Gallery also announced that sportscaster Bud Palmer 

would be the courtside commentator during the Fall months. 

This will be the seventh consecutive year that NBC-TV is 
televising pro basketball. Lou Kusserow will produce the telecasts, 
with Ted Nathanson and Harry Coyle as directors. 

The 37-game TV schedule includes 28 regular-season contests, 
eight playoff tilts and a pre-season exhibition opening the series 
Saturday, Oct. 15. This game pits the Cincinnati Royals and their 
Sensational rookie, Oscar "Big O" Robertson, against the St. Louis 
Hawks at the Indianapolis Fairgrounds Coliseum. 

The first regular-season game to be televised will have the 
Royals playing hosts to the New York Knickerbockers Saturday, Oct. 22. 
The first Sunday telecast will be on Jan. 8 when the NBA champion 
Boston Celtics visit the St. Louis Hawks.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5 -- Robert W. Sarnoff, Chairman of the 
Board of the National Broadcasting Company, today announced plans for 
adoption of "The Great Debate" technique by NBC's owned television and 
radio stations to present candidates in major local political contests 
in the areas they serve. 

In an address before the San Francisco Advertising Club, 

Mr. Sarnoff urged that current suspension of legal barriers to tele- 
vised debate between candidates for national office be made permanent 
and extended to state and local contests. Meantime, within legal 
limitations, he said, NBC will carry forward the debate technique in 
local pilot projects this month in New York, San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 

In New York, he said, WNBC and WNBC-TV will offer an oppor- 
tunity for debate to John Lindsay, Republican incumbent, and William 
Vanden Heuvel, Democrat, the contenders "in what is usually the city's 
most closely watched and hotly contested Congressional District -- the 
17th or so-called 'Silk Stocking! district of Manhattan." 

Mr. Sarnoff also announced that NBC's New York stations plan 
a series of local debates on political issues between outstanding party 
Spokesmen who are not themselves candidates. "On this series entitled

'The New York Debate,'" he said, "we hope to pit against each other 
such figures as Robert Kennedy and Leonard Hall, Governor Rockefeller 
and Governor Ribicoff, Averell Harriman and Thomas E. Dewey." 

In San Francisco (on KNBC) and in Los Angeles (on KRCA and 
KRCA-TV), outstanding spokesmen will be invited to debate the contro- 
versial state-wide proposition to supply water to Southern California 
by building $1.75 billion worth of dams in the Northern part of the 
state. 

He pointed out that these projects would not impose the 
Burden of Section 315 of the Communications Act -- the so-called “equal- 
time" law -- since the New York Congressional election involves only 
two nominees and the California contest is one of issues rather than 
candidates. If and when this legal burden is removed, Mr. Sarnoff 
said, all of NBC's owned stations will present regular debates between 
candidates for major offices in the areas they serve. NBC owns tele- 
vision and radio stations in New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Washington, a television station in Los Angeles and radio stations in 
San Francisco and Pittsburgh. 

It was the temporary lifting of the equal-time provision as 
it applies to the Presidential and Vice Presidential candidates in the 
current campaign that made possible "The Great Debate." Without such 
suspension, broadcasters would be compelled to give equal time to all 
Minor and splinter party candidates. 

"The limited suspension of Section 315 places on trial the 
responsibility with which our medium can use this new opportunity to 
fulfill its potential in the public interest," Mr.. Sarnoff said. 

"By performing its job of journalism with skill and fairness, 
broadcasting is demonstrating its unique ability to bring politics home 


to the public. In doing so, it is more than meeting the test imposed

by the temporary and limited suspension of Section 315. Its borrowed 
freedom should be made permanent -- not as a benefit to broadcasting, 
but for the benefit of the public. When this is done, 'The Great 
Debate! will become a lasting political institution that will rein- 
force the vigor of our country's democratic heritage in the challenging 
years ahead." 

What is at stake in removing the equal-time restriction, he 
argued, is "the freedom of expression that we believe the Constitution 
assures broadcasting as a medium of journalism."

"The bond between broadcasting and the press," he added, 
never more vividly brought home than by two bilis introduced in the 
House of Representatives a month or so ago.

Reviewing the background of "The Great Debate," Mr. Sarnoff 
labeled as a misconception the idea that these unprecedented broadcasts 
could be called "free time" and equated with the programs that an 
abandoned bill would have compelled broadcasters to turn over to the 
candidates.

Instead, he explained, these broadcasts are "an exercise of 
broadcast journalism in which the candidates have agreed to appear 
within a framework calculated to stimulate a dignified, genuinely 
informative airing of their views, and to test those views against 
each other." 

Mr. Sarnoff acknowledged some objections that the format of 
the broadcasts was not really that of a debate. "Indeed," he said,

IT WASN'T A BROADCASTER WHO THOUGHT UP "THE GREAT DEBATE"; 
IT WAS THE LATE BLAIR MOODY, ROBERT W. SARNOFF RECALLS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5 -- Who thought up the idea of "The 
Great Debate" on television? 

"I must confess," Robert W. Sarnoff, Chairman of the Board 
of NBC, told the San Francisco Advertising Club today, "that as far as 
I can determine, the first proposal for televised debate between the 
Presidential candidates did not come from a broadcaster. 

"In July, 1952, the idea was put forward by Blair Moody, for 
many years the Washington correspondent of the Detroit News and at that 
time a U. S. Senator from Michigan. It was an idea that quickly seized 
the imagination of broadcasters." 

Mr. Sarnoff recounted that NBC promptly acted on Mr. Moody's 
idea by wiring both 1952 candidates that its facilities would be 
available for such debates. This offer was declined, he said, and it 
quickly developed that the "equal-time" law would have blocked the 
project in any case. 

Blair Moody, who died in 1954, was appointed to the Senate 
in 1951 to fill out an unexpired term and defeated in the election 
of 1952. He had worked in Washington for the Detroit News from 1933 


until his appointment.

"BEHIND THE GREAT DEBATE" 


Thank you for this opportunity to speak to you and to visit 
san Francisco. Your city, of course, has been one of the homes of the 
National Broadcasting Company for 34 years. I hope, before very long, 
we will be represented here not only by KNBC-AM and FM but by ovr own 
television station as well. 

San Francisco holds special significance for any television 
broadcaster as the site of one of the historic moments in the develop- 
ment of our medium, It was here, a little more than nine years ago, 
that we originated television's first coast-to-coast broadcast -- the 
beginning of truly national network television. When President Truman 
spoke over our facilities from the Japanese Peace Treaty Conference, 
he blazed a trail that has since led to the greatest single medium of 
national communication. 

This fall television has achieved another major milestone -- 
a development that creates a valuable precedent not only for this young 
medium but for our nation and its political life. For the first time, 
the two major candidates for the Presidency of the United States are 
meeting face to face in a systematic effort to exchange views on the 
great issues of the day. They are meeting before a forum as large as 
the American electorate itself -- an audience far larger than any 


Presidential candidate has been able to reach before.

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This "Great Debate" is an event that concerns all of us as 
citizens, and especially those of us with a stake in broadcasting. 
Therefore, I would like to explore it with you today, to examine how 
it came about, why it did not occur sooner, and what it augurs for the 
future in broadcasting as well as politics. 

The famous Lincoln-Douglas Debates in 1858 have been cited 
as a precedent for the current encounters. However, there are funda-~ 
mental differences. The former took place not during a Presidential 
campaign but when the two rivals were running for the office of United 
States Senator from Illinois. There were seven Lincoln-Douglas debates 
in all, each in a different Congressional district. Each lasted three 
hours. The first speaker took an hour to make his case, yielded to 
his opponent for an hour and a half and then spoke for the remaining 
half hour, thus enjoying the advantage of having the last word as well 
as the first. Since the debates were Lincoln's idea and held as the 
result of his challenge, Stephen Douglas seized the advantageous 
position in four of the seven encounters. In those days, candidates 
took a more casual view of the ground rules under which they met. 

Lincoln and Douglas drew big crowds for the time and place -- 
upwards of 15,000 in some places, though they attracted only 1,500 in 
the town of Jonesboro. Except for the newspapermen and party workers 
who followed them, no one heard more than one of the debates. Yet 
this hardly mattered since the debaters concentrated everywhere on 
the burning issue of slavery and, as a result, they kept repeating 
themselves. Thus the average person lucky enough to attend managed to 
hear only one debate lasting three hours -- somewhat less than the 
time all Americans can spend listening to the arguments of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Senator Kennedy in their four joint sessions on the air.

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It is a fascinating fact that, despite the distinguished 
example of Lincoln and Douglas more than 100 years ago, there is no 
precedent in any Presidential campaign for the kind of encounter that 
Senator Kennedy and Vice President Nixon undertook last week and will 
resume the day after tomorrow -- on the anniversary, incidentally, of 
the Lincoln-Douglas debate at Galesburg. 

Why has there been no such encounter between Presidential 
candidates before? One reason undoubtedly lies in the attitude of 
candidates themselves -- an unwillingness to risk the hazards of debate 
or a reluctance on the part of a better established candidate, such as 
a Presidential incumbent, to help draw larger audiences for his op- 
ponent. But a more pertinent reason, I believe, is that until recently 
there has been no medium which, by its ability to bring both living 
images and words instantaneously to the whole nation, makes such en- 
counters so logical and compelling. The existence of network tele- 
vision creates not only the opportunity but a strong incentive for 
face-to-face discussion by the Presidential nominees before the whole 
nation. 

This incentive made itself felt soon after television had 
become a national medium. I must confess that, as far as I can de- 
termine, the first proposal for televised debate between the Presi- 
dential candidates did not come from a broadcaster. Yet, appropriately 
enough, it originated with a man whose career embraced journalism and 
politics. In July, 1952, the idea was put forward by Blair Moody, for 
many years the Washington correspondent of the Detroit News and at that 
time a United States Senator from Michigan. It was an idea that 
quickly seized the imagination of broadcasters. Soon thereafter, NBC 
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became the first network to try to adopt it. We wired both candidates, 
General Eisenhower and Governor Stevenson, that our television and 
radio facilities would be available for such debates. 

This offer was declined. Yet it became increasingly clear 
that it would have been frustrated in any event. It would have run 
afoul of a legal stumbling block which deprived the American public 
of the full potential of broadcasting's unique power to inform. 

The stumbling block was Section 315 of the Communications 
Act, which, while having the avowed purpose of assuring fairness by 
broadcasters in presenting opposing candidates, ironically, has had 
the effect of discouraging the broadcaster from presenting any candi- 
date. 

The reason is simple. Until the present campaign, if a 
broadcaster wanted to offer an opportunity for discussion by the 
major-party candidates for President and Vice President, the law said 
he had to offer equal time to every legally qualified candidate for 
those offices. In a modern Presidential campaign, there are a dozen~ 
odd Presidential candidates, plus their running mates -- and some of 
them are very odd indeed. To require hour upon hour to be devoted to 
the often quixotic antics of little known candidates; to require this 
so that the public might listen for just one hour to the candidates 
in whom they are really interested, is clearly a price too heavy for 


the public, the broadcasters and common sense to bear. 


During the prelude to the last two Presidential campaigns, 
Dr. Frank Stanton of CBS and I, as well as other broadcasters, urged 
that the obstacle of Section 315 be set aside to give the public the 
full benefit of broadcasting's free exercise of its function as a medium 
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of journalism. In 1956, for example, NBC, along with others, support- 
ed legislation that would have modified the effects of Section 315. 

I pledged that if it were adopted, NBC would offer appropriate 
opportunities on the air to the major candidates. Nevertheless, the 
legislation failed to pass. 

Broadcasting's frustrating position under the so-called 
equal-time provision grew even worse before it was to grow better. 

In February, 1959, in the Lar Daly case, the Federal Communications 
Commission ruled that even if a candidate merely appeared in the 
course of regular news coverage, equal time had to be granted his 
opponents, under the law as then written. Such a requirement, if 
allowed to stand, would have rendered impossible effective broadcast 
coverage of the recent conventions and the current campaign. It 
touched off a national outcry and brought the equal time provision 
under a new Congressional reappraisal for which broadcasters had 
campaigned so long. 

But action from Congress came slowly and haltingly. Late 
last year, as a direct result of the Lar Daly ruling, limited progress 
was made with the passage of an amendment lifting the "equal time" 
requirement only in connection with candidates' appearances in news 
and regularly scheduled news interview programs. However, it failed 
to include debates, despite the urging of broadcasters. Early this 
year, in what many regarded as a cure worse than the ill, legislation 
was proposed which would have seized eight hours of television time 
from each network to turn over to each major Presidential candidate, 
as a gift, to use as he desired. Happily, this legislation was 
abandoned, and just before Congress recessed in August, a joint 
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"equal time" restriction for this 


resolution was passed suspending the 
campaign only -- and only as it affects candidates for President and 
Vice President. 

At each of these stages, broadcasters were quick to seize the 
opportunity to bring their case to the public and to protect the po- 
sition of broadcasting as a medium of the free press. 

In April, on the basis of last year's amendment exempting 
news interview programs from the "equal time" requirement, NBC offered 
to present the major Presidential nominees jointly in a series of eight 
hour-long editions of "Meet the Press." Under then existing law, this 
was the only feasible way of presenting the candidates on the air ina 
face-to-face exchange of views. 

We at NBC are gratified that this offer and the good faith it 
reflected played some part in eliminating the proposed legislation that 
would have arbitrarily appropriated a substantial amount of television 
time and facilities from broadcasters. The House sponsor of this 
legislation, Congressman Stewart Udall of Arizona, graciously informed 
me that he was withdrawing his bill as superfluous upon learning of the 
NBC proposal to present the candidates together in a regular interview 
Series, And the identical Senate bill was not submitted to a vote. 

It was, instead, the joint resolution suspending the equal time 
requirement for this campaign, with respect to the Presidential and Vice 
Presidential candidates, that finally made possible broadcasting's 
current "Great Debate." At the moment that the Republican Convention 
nominated Mr. Nixon for President, a week after Mr. Kennedy had won the 
Democratic nomination, we dispatched invitations by telegram to both 
Candidates inviting them to take part in a special series of programs 
as originally proposed on the NBC Television and Radio Networks, to be 
Called "The Great Debate." To the credit of both, they were quick to 
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I should like to nail some misconceptions about these un- 
precedented broadcasts. Because they are being presented at no cost 
to the political parties, some observers have mislabeled them "free 
time" and equated them with the programs that the abandoned legislation 
would have compelled broadcasters to put on the air. Most emphatically, 
they do not represent a donation of free time to the candidates. They 
are rather an exercise of broadcast journalism in which the candidates 
have agreed to appear within a framework calculated to stimulate a 
dignified, genuinely informative airing of their views, and to test 
those views against each other. 

The implementation of this framework was left for the candi- 
dates to develop through their own representatives in consultation with 
the networks. It was the candidates! decision to engage in four of 
these broadcasts; the networks had offered as many as eight. 

Two formats have resulted from the collaboration between the 
candidates and the networks. Both entail the use of experienced news- 
men whose questions are intended to spotlight the issues and place the 
candidates! positions in sharp focus. When this technique was 
announced, we heard some objections that it did not truly represent a 
debate and that it would somehow shortchange the public. Indeed, it 
may not fulfill the traditional conception of a debate. Yet I believe 
it is serving the public more effectively than the classic debating 
format might have done: it is a disciplined, clear-cut method of 
pitting the candidates! arguments against each other -- which is, after 
all, the quintessence of debate -- while minimizing the formalities 
and flourishes that debaters are prone to indulge in at the expense of 
the issues themselves. 
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Another misconception that the arrangements for these pro- 
grams served to spread is of special interest to the advertising 
profession. It is the antiquated notion that a so-called public 
service program is not a public service if it is sponsored. By this 
odd reasoning, a broadcaster cannot serve the public unless he loses 
money. 

Actually, a broadcaster's entire program schedule is a 
service to the public, and for that reason, I believe it is misleading 
to designate any particular program category as public service. What 
is usually meant by this designation, of course, is a program of an 
informational or educational character. Only last summer an FCC policy 
statement rebutted the old fallacy that an unsponsored program has 
special merit. 

To maintain, as some people still do, that certain programs 
should not be sponsored is a disservice not only to broadcasting but 
to the viewing and listening public. Perhaps the most encouraging 
development in broadcasting in the last year or two is the dramatic 
upsurge in news and public affairs programming. It was recently 
estimated that, not counting special broadcasts arising from the 
election campaign, the United Nations and unpredictable news develop- 
ments, there will be twice as many network news and public affairs 
programs in prime evening time this season as last. Apart from the 
impetus of our times, and the initiative of broadcasters, this growth 
has been stimulated by a trend toward sponsorship of such programs by 
far-sighted advertisers in the front rank of American industry. This 
is a trend to be encouraged, not undermined by an archaic view which 
Seeks to place certain programs off limits to advertisers, 
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That 1s why we at NBC saw no more objection to appropriate 
sponsorship of the Kennedy-Nixon broadcasts than to the sponsorship 
already found acceptable for the Presidential inauguration or, indeed, 
the current sponsorship of various network programs in which the candi- 
dates themselves are appearing. However, after one network publicly 
opposed any sponsorship of "The Great Debate," the question was fore- 
closed. 

Perhaps some of those who resisted the possibility of 
sponsorship may retain traces of an ancient genteel distaste for 
advertising. May I remind you that advertising of any kind once had 
difficulty finding its way into the columns of the press. It took 25 
years from the founding of England's first newspaper in 1622 for the 
first advertisement to appear; and it was almost 20 years later when 
the London Gazette decided to segregate its advertising in a special 
Supplement, which it described as devoted to ads about books, medicines 
and -- here I quote -- "other things not properly the business of a 
Paper of Intelligence." 

We have come a long way since then. Advertising has earned 
a place as a vital constructive force in our society. Yet today 
advertising is under attack, perhaps as never before. To suggest that 
it is inadmissible in any undertaking of a medium that it supports is 
a form of surrender to that attack. At the same time, we cannot pre- 
tend for a moment that advertising is free of sins and shortcomings. 

Let us face the fact squarely that all of us who are engaged 
in advertising can do much to enhance its acceptability, as well as 
its effectiveness, by the taste and responsibility we exercise in 
carrying out our jobs. The profession can take some satisfaction in 
its recent efforts to raise advertising standards; we in broadcasting 
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have also been striving to safeguard against excesses and impropriety 
and to encourage good taste. All of us must keep at it. 

Along with this continuing test of responsibility, broad- 
casters today face a special challenge growing out of the chance we 
have been given to present the Presidential and Vice Presidential 
candidates. The resolution suspending Section 315 in this campaign 
places us under special scrutiny by the FCC, which must pass judgment 
‘on how fairly and conscientiously we fulfill our opportunity. Congress 
will be watching closely as well; so will our colleagues of the print 
media and, most important, so will the American public. 

What is at stake is nothing less than the freedom of ex- 
pression that we believe the Constitution assures broadcasting as a 
medium of journalism. Broadcasters chafing under the restrictions of 
Section 315 have long warned that any curb on freedom of broadcasting 
is really a curb on freedom of the press. This bond between broad- 
casting and the press was never more vividly brought home than by two 
bills introduced in the House of Representatives a month or so ago. 

One bill would require newspapers to give equal space to all political 
candidates; the other would require every newspaper to file with the 
Postmaster General and publish a periodic report on how much space it 
has devoted to each political candidate and party. Even the possibility 
of such legislation must be appalling to every American who values 
freedom.

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also a test of whether the "equal time" restriction should be perma- 
nently lifted; and whether broadcasting should be freed of this 
restriction not only in a Presidential campaign but across the board, 

We are in the process of fashioning a powerful new instrument 
of democracy. It is an instrument ideally suited to overcoming the 
barriers of bigness -- the vastness of the country and our rapidly 
growing population -- and giving all of us a sense of intimate political 
contact that a voter in Illinois could experience 102 years ago at a 
Lincoln-Douglas debate. It is an instrument no less suited to modern 
local self-government than to a national election campaign. 

I am sure that by the time this campaign is over, broad- 
casting's record of performance will demonstrate its fairness and 
responsibility; and I earnestly hope that it will be freed to operate 
fully in all phases of the political process, whether in national, 
state or local contests. 

If and when the remaining barriers of Section 315 are re- 
moved, NBC will extend the technique of "The Great Debate" to the 
television and radio stations we own, for presenting the candidates 
and issues in political contests of particular interest in their areas. 
In the meantime, and as a token of our confidence in the service we 
can perform, we are undertaking pilot projects this month to test the 
political debate technique in broadcasting at the local level in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and New York, 

In each of these cities, political contests are being con- 
ducted that would not impose the burdens of presenting a multitude of 
candidates under Section 315. In New York, our stations WNBC and 
WNBC-TV will offer an opportunity for debate between John Lindsay, the 
Republican incumbent, and William Vanden Heuvel, the Democratic 
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challenger, in what is usually the city's most closely watched and 
hotly contested Congressional District -- the 17th or so-called "silk 
stocking" district of Manhattan. 

NBC's New York stations also plan a series of local debates 
of political issues between outstanding party spokesmen, who are not 
themselves candidates and therefore do not come under Section 315. 

In this series, entitled "The New York Debate," we hope to pit against 
each other such figures as Robert Kennedy and Leonard Hall, Governor 
Rockefeller and Governor Ribicoff, Averell Harriman and Thomas E. Dewey. 

Here in San Francisco on KNBC, as well as in Los Angeles on 
KRCA and KRCA-TV, we plan to experiment in a somewhat different 
direction. In seeking a compelling contest of sufficiently broad 
interest, we have found a highly controversial one -- not between 
candidates but over a single issue. That is the fight over the State- 
Wide proposition to supply water to Southern California by building 
1 3/4 billion dollars worth of dams in the northern part of the state. 
We hope to enlist an outstanding spokesman for each side in a thorough- 
going airing of this highly important local issue. 

Arrangements are going forward to put these plans into effect 
while we move ahead with "The Great Debate" on a national scale. This 
is a momentous period for broadcasting and in the life of the nation. 
Even after only one of the broadcasts in "The Great Debate" series, it 
has been widely recognized that television and radio are bringing 
voters a new perspective in their critical task of selecting a 
President. As Jack Gould wrote in last Sunday's New York Times, 
"Overnight...there was born a new interest in the campaign that earlier 
had been productive of coast-to-coast somnolence.” 
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By performing its job of journalism with skill and fairness, 
broadcasting is demonstrating its unique ability to bring politics 
home to the public. In doing so, it is more than meeting the test 
imposed by the temporary and limited suspension of Section 315. Its 
borrowed freedom should be made permanent -- not as a benefit to broad- 
casting, but for the benefit of the public.

Is Assigned to Develop Programs in New 'Victory! Series 


James B, Faichney, producer, writer and director of many 
award-winning films for television and motion pictures, has joined 
Creative Projects, NBC News and Public Affairs, and has been assigned 
to develop programs in the new "Victory" series on U. S. defense 
activities. 

This series -- covering space, land, sea and air -- is being 
planned for presentation on the NBC-TV Network starting in the Fall of 
1961, It will be produced with the full cooperation of the U. S. 
Department of Defense, as well as other government agencies and perti- 
nent civilian sources. 

Mr. Faichney was associate producer of the "Air Power" series 
on the CBS-TV Network, for which he received a Department of the Air 
Force "exceptional civilian service award." He also produced the "Air 
Age" programs leading off "The Twentieth Century" series on CBS-TV. 
These programs won Peabody and Sylvania Awards in 1957, and Mr. Faichney 
was cited for "outstanding creative television programming." 

Irving Gitlin, Executive Producer, Creative Projects, said 
Mr. Faichney's experience on these programs as well as his work with 
the U. S. Army and the Atomic Energy Commission make him "singularly 
well-qualified to develop programs on the broad spectrum of defense 
efforts that 'Victory! will cover." 

A veteran of 25 years in film work, Mr. Faichney was an

Information which came into NBC's possession yesterday in- 
dicates that NBC and Ralph Edwards were the victims of a are RG 
planned hoax in connection with the THIS IS YOUR LIFE broadcast of 
May 4, 1960. 

The chief perpetrator of the hoax, Mrs. Betty Hahn -- who 
was the subject of the program -- confessed her role in the deception 
to Mr. James A. Stabile, NBC's Vice President of Standards and 
Practices,in an October 5 interview lasting several hours. 

In this interview, Mrs. Hahn admitted that she had main- 
tained a dual personality in her dealings with the Ralph Edwards pro- 
ducing organization. Posing as a social worker under the assumed name 
of "Elizabeth Short" she suggested to the Edwards organization that 
Pauline Hahn, an actress (actually her own daughter) would be a worth- 
while subject for the program. 

In making the proposal, she outlined Pauline Hahn's history 
and the efforts which Miss Hahn's mother -- Betty Hahn -- had made to 
further Pauline's personal and theatrical career. On the basis of this 
proposal, the Edwards organization suggested to "Elizabeth Short" that 
Pauline's mother, Betty Hahn, would be a more appropriate subject for 
the program. Mrs. Hahn, continuing to pose as "Elizabeth Short," then 
concocted a scheme to appear on the program. 

According to Mrs. Hahn, others acquainted with the family

persons who appeared on the program were unaware of Mrs, 
Hahn's dual role. Mrs. Hahn readily admitted that no one at 
NBC or in the Ralph Edwards organization was aware of her 
double identity, or that the program was anything other than 
what it purported to be. 

The interview with Mrs. Hahn took place after pub- 
lication in the press of news stories concerning recent 
developments in a law suit which her husband, Abraham Hahn, 
had instituted against NBC last July for defamation and in- 
vasion of right of privacy. 

NBC's first information that Mr. Hahn was making a 
claim was contained in a letter received several weeks after 
the broadcast which stated only that Mr. Hahn's name and 
picture had been used on the program without his consent. An 
inquiry into the background of this claim revealed the 
following: 

1. The Ralph Edwards organization relied on the 
facts as to Mrs. Hahn's life, as they were depicted on the pro- 
gram, on the basis of interviews with friends and members of 
the family. 

2. Mr. Hahn had expressed his willingness to appear 
on the program up to within one day of its actual recording, 
when he notified the Edwards office that, because of a foot 
injury, he would be unable to participate in the telecast. 

3. At no time did Mrs. Hahn, or any other participant 
in the program, reveal that family conditions were such as to 
contradict statements made by Edwards during the telecast.

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ROBERT W. SARNOFF CHALLENGES 'HAIRSHIRT ECONOMISTS! WHO ADVOCATE 
TURNING MORE WEALTH FROM PRIVATE TO PUBLIC SIDE OF U. S. ECONOMY 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 12 -- The theories of the “hair- 
shirt economists" who want to divert more wealth from the private to 
the public sector of America's economy were challenged today by 
Robert W. Sarnoff, Chairman of the Board of the National Broadcasting 
Company. He charged that this policy "would tighten not merely a belt 
but a noose." 

Mr. Sarnoff told the annual convention of the American Gas 
Association that consumer prosperity was vital to paying the bills for 
such expanding public needs as defense and education. 

"We can best pay these heavy and growing costs -- indeed, 
in the long haul, we can only pay them," he said, “through the growing 
government revenue from an increasingly affluent society. The hairshirt 
economists would have us undertake restrictive measures to ‘divert! 
Spending from the private to the public sector. They do not recognize 
that to do so would be to impair the health of the goose that lays the 
golden eggs." 

Rebutting the view that Americans have been "corrupted by 
credit cards and cookouts" and going soft by pampering their desires 
at the expense of their duties, Mr. Sarnoff pointed out that during the 
period of its most prosperous economic growth, the nation has made 
extraordinary efforts at great sacrifice to fulfill historic demands. 

"We have given billions in foreign aid," he added. "We have 
fought in Korea. We have paid the highest taxes in our peacetime

history and undertaken peacetime conscription to keep a standing army 
in Europe and maintain bases throughout the world. In short, we have 
done everything that our national leadership has asked us to do.... 

"And where did we get the billions of dollars to commit to 
these heavy responsibilities? We got these vast sums from an economy 
that was consuming its way to prosperity." 

The NBC Board Chairman cited these additional examples of 
ways in which the American people have met public obligations, while 
simultaneously dramatically lifting personal living standards: 

"Last year the American people spent 22 billion dollars on 
education, nearly three times as much as only 10 years before. Some 
700,000 classrooms have been built since World War II -- more than half 
of all those now in use. In the last 20 years social security benefits 
have climbed from 1.2 billion dollars to 16 billion. Over the same 
period our expenditures on hospitals have multiplied more than seven 
times; we have tripled our outlay on public welfare and assistance, 
quadrupled what we spent on highways, police and fire departments." 

Though American living standards are envied and emulated 
around the world, Mr. Sarnoff said, it remained for a "cult" of 
American economists "to examine prosperity and find it wanting." These 
economists, he said, regard "the affluent society not as a proud 
accomplishment but as a term of reproach" and single out advertising 
a8 a Special villain because it stimulates consumer purchases. 

"TI think the American people will reject the notion that 
Prosperity is a sin," he said. "They will have little patience with a 
cult that preaches economic asceticism. Most Americans will recognize 
it would tighten not merely a belt but a noose.

"We will not succumb to efforts to make us feel guilty about 
being prosperous. For one thing, we Americans are just not that 
prosperous, by comparison with what we know we can achieve. For an- 
other, under our system personal prosperity is far from a sin; it is 
rather a means of public economic salvation. Americans can readily 
understand that a new refrigerator helps indirectly to pay for a 
Polaris submarine; a second car in the garage can make possible a 
second chance for a victim of illness or unemployment; a higher gross 
national product can underwrite higher education." 

Americans are fortunate, he said, in not having to choose 
between satisfying personal desires and fulfilling public obligations. 

"We are spared such a choice," he said, "by a rare, perhaps 
unique, combination of blessings: our vast natural resources, our 
unsurpassed technological skill and an expanding economy based upon 
the democratic free enterprise system. Thus we can accomplish both 
goals. We can enjoy all the things that make work easier and leisure 
more fun -- and at the same time we can meet the demands for national 
defense and foreign aid, for education, roads, social security and the 
whole roster of public needs."

"PROSPERITY: SIN OR SALVATION?" 


I appreciate the honor of addressing you today. In preparing 
for this opportunity, I've been reflecting on what we have in common -- 
you as members of the American Gas Association and I as a broadcaster. 
There seem to be some striking parallels. 

Both of us are engaged, directly or indirectly, in the oper- 
ation of a network. Yours is a network of pipelines, some 600,000 miles 
of them, spread across the country. Mine is a network of telephone 
lines, air waves and microwave relays. Both of us go to millions of 
homes. Your network leads eventually to such terminals as ovens and 
ranges, hot-water heaters, refrigerators and home laundries. A tele- 
vision network can lead to very similar ends: sometimes we find our- 
selves in hot water, on the griddle or feeling the freeze. On occasion, 
we are taken to the cleaners. And when we are functioning properly, we 
like to think, in the vernacular, that wetre "really cooking with gas." 

Actually, broadcasters and the gas industry have a good deal 
more -- and more serious -- in common, To a large extent, we share the 
challenge and opportunity implicit in an age of unprecedented change 
and growth, I want to explore this challenge and opportunity today 
because they vitally affect not only the two industries we represent 
but the future of our country and the lives of our people. 

Both the gas industry and broadcasting are big business -- 
complex, vast, highly organized and serving whole industries and 
communities as well as the individual. Yet it is difficult to think

of any other modern enterprises more deeply rooted in the basic nature 
and needs of the individual human being. Indeed, both our industries 
spring at bottom from two of the fundamental characteristics that set 
man apart from the lower animals. One of these is the discovery and 
use of fire, which you have brought to the most ingenious development 
of control, scope and application -- a development of such refinement 
that we can now use fire to keep our homes systematically cool. 

The other uniquely human trait I have in mind is, of course, 
language, the ability to communicate in words and pictures. Here broad- 
casting, and particularly television, has placed man on the techno- 
logical frontier where he can communicate instantly with a whole 
continent, and yet do it with the directness and intimacy of one 
individual speaking to another. 

So both of us, we broadcasters and you in the gas industry, 
come honestly by our essential appeal to the individual. We flourish 
in this complex society of ours because we succeed in the paradoxical 
feat of meeting swiftly and responsively the personal needs and desires 
of individuals on a scale more massive than any in history. 

And now that scale is to be dwarfed. On the economic and 
Statistical signposts to the decade of the Sixties, the graphs point 
dramatically upward. Millions of new consumers -- perhaps 40 million 
more by 1970; millions of new American households -- an estimated ten 
million more; billions of dollars in increased national output -- up- 
wards of 200 billion more by the end of decade. Greater productivity 
and personal income, yet greater leisure -- an economy of comfort and 
abundance in which poverty will at last become obsolete. 

So the experts tell us, and while prophecy is a hazardous 
business, certainly the performance of our economy in the last decade 
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seems a persuasive prologue to an era of unmatched prosperity. For 

the decade ahead, the economists predict our gross national product 
will increase at a rate even faster than during the past ten years. 

And the new decade will experience a greater surge in population growth 
and in enormous outlays for research and development to open new 
economic horizons. 

In fact, American industry in the Sixties is expected to 
spend 120 billion dollars on research and development -- just twice 
what was spent in the decade behind us. Consider some of the new 
products and services, the scientific and technological milestones, 
which emerged in the last ten years: synthetic fibres, such as Orlon 
and Dacron, and synthetic diamonds; transistors and transatlantic jet 
planes; the Salk vaccine and stereophonic sound; cloud seeding, 
computers and color television; automation and aluminum wrap -- not to 
mention the first thermonuclear explosion, the first man-made 
satellites, the first supersonic flight, the first nuclear-powered 
submarine, 

The decade just past also saw the birth of coast-to-coast 
network television, which is a textbook example of the amazing growth 
potential in our modern economy. As the Fifties began, there were 
only 1,000,000 television sets in American homes. Today there are 
more than 52 million. As the Fifties began, the country had 51 tele- 
vision stations. Today there are 582. In 1949, advertisers spent 
about 58 million dollars on television; last year they spent 1.5 
billion dollars. The public now pays $3 billion a year for receiving 
sets and their maintenance. (I'm afraid they all run by electricity, 
but I understand you have in development an all-gas furnace that can 
generate its own electricity, so some of the TV sets of the future may 


be powered by your network as well as mine.)

4 - 'Prosperity: Sin or Salvation?! 


Much of television's growth and development is still ahead 
of us. In the next ten years, we expect to add upwards of 25 million 
sets to our circulation, not counting the replacements. We expect a 
sharp upturn in color set circulation, which will really come into its 
own in the Sixties. Before the decade is over, we look for inter- 
national transmission via space satellites; and for mural television -- 
a thin, flat screen, to be hung on the wall like a painting and 
operated from a small box beside your chair. 

From the standpoint of the American economy in this new era 
of growth, broadcasting will play an especially significant role, as 
it has done in the decade through which we have just passed. It has 
not only grown dramatically itself; it has served as a stimulant and 
catalyst for the growth of the whole economy, because it is a merchan- 
dising force of unprecedented reach, impact and speed. 

To understand the importance of this role, we must realize 
we have been undergoing a revolution in marketing: the selling function 
in the American economy has been shifting from the dealer to the 
manufacturer. In the past, it was the dealer who largely helped to 
develop the manufacturer's market and who thus directly influenced 
the manufacturer's profits. Today the manufacturer largely creates 
the market for the dealer. This is so because he can speak directly 
to his ultimate customers through the new power and techniques of 
advertising. This ability of the manufacturer to engage in mass selling 
as well as mass production means greater profit for all -- a greater 
turnover for the dealer; a lower price for the customer and an expanding 
market for the manufacturer, 

You in the gas industry have recognized this shift in 
marketing technique, and indeed have carried it a step further. You 


(more) 
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are not relying solely on the salesmanship of the appliance dealer, 
the manufacturer or even the utility itself. To build preferences 
for gas and gas appliances, you are going on an industry basis direct 
to the consumer. 

As the most advanced and effective technique of selling to 
millions of consumers simultaneously, television has played a vital 
part in the growth of the last decade. This role promises to become 
even more important. As purchasing power grows, there will be a sharp 
rise in what the economists call discretionary spending; by 1970, 
consumers are expected to have almost twice as much money to spend as 
they choose after paying for the necessities of life. Whether the 
consumer chooses to buy a trip to Europe or a new car; whether he puts 
in swimming pool or saves instead toward a new house; whether he 
decides to heat his home with gas or with electricity -- these are 
some of the choices upon which the eloquent selling power of television 
ean and will be brought to bear. 

Now you may share my view that this economic forecast of the 
next ten years, with its accent on the consumer and its prospects of 
expansion and prosperity, makes for the brightest of vistas. But I 
must remind you that others do not. Around the world, among our foes 
as well as our friends, American living standards are envied and 
emulated. Ironically, it remained for a cult of Americans to examine 
prosperity and find it wanting. I am referring, of course, to those 
who regard the affluent society not as a proud accomplishment but as 
a term of reproach, 

This cult of economists argues that Americans spend too much 
on self-indulgence and too little on national needs. These critics 
regard advertising as a special villain since it stimulates consumer 


(more ) 
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purchases. They would have us believe there is a direct conflict 
between our private wants and our public needs. And they contend 
that more of our national wealth should be diverted from the private 
to the public sector of our economy. 

These critics have much in common with those who feel that 
Americans as a people are going soft, that we have been corrupted by 
eredit cards and cookouts, and that we have lost our sense of national 
purpose. Implicit in this theory is the puritanical notion that 
nothing you like can be any good for you and the idea that, for some 
mysterious reason, only deprivation can build character. 

Let me try first to dispose of the contention that we have 
been going soft by pampering our desires at the expense of our duties. 
During our period of greatest economic growth, the American people 
have made extraordinary efforts at great sacrifice to fulfill the 
demands that history has made on a vigorous free nation. 

We have given billions in foreign aid. We have fought in 
Korea. We have paid the highest taxes in our peacetime history and 
undertaken peacetime conscription to keep a standing army in Europe 
and maintain bases throughout the world. In short, we have done 
everything that our national leadership has asked us to do. As James 
Reston of the New York Times put it, "these are not the acts of a 
Slack and decadent people." 

And where did we get the billions of dollars to commit to 
these heavy responsibilities? We got these vast sums from an economy 
that was consuming its way to prosperity. Members of the American Gas 
Association, whose annual tax bill comes to a billion dollars, need 


(more) 
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hardly be reminded that our consumer-oriented economy provides the 
base that pays the bills. 

On the domestic front no less than in underwriting our 
responsibilities abroad, the public sector of our economy has reaped 
the benefit of our private prosperity. Last year the American people 
spent 22 billion dollars on education, nearly three times as much as 
only ten years before. Some 700,000 classrooms have been built since 
World War II -- more than half of all those now in use. In the last 
20 years, social security benefits have climbed from 1,2 billion 
dollars to 16 billion. Over the same period, our expenditures on 
hospitals have multiplied more than seven times; we have tripled our 
outlay on public welfare and assistance, quadrupled what we spend 
on highways, police and fire departments. 

This record does not suggest that we have ignored our public 
needs while indulging private whims. At the same time I do not 
suggest we have fulfilled all the opportunities in this broad area; 
certainly there will be heavy and growing costs in the years ahead 
in such fields as education, health and old age, as well as defense 
and a constructive, forward-moving foreign policy. 

What I do strongly maintain is that we can best pay these 
heavy and growing costs -- indeed, in the long haul, we can only pay 
them -- through the growing government revenue from an increasingly 
affluent society. The hairshirt economists would have us undertake 
restrictive measures to "divert" spending from the private to the public 
sector. They do not recognize that to do so would be to impair the 
health of the goose that lays the golden eggs.

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Fortunately, we Americans need not choose between satisfying 
our personal desires and fulfilling our public obligations. We are 
spared such a choice by a rare, perhaps unique combination of bless- 
ings: our vast natural resources, our unsurpassed technological skill 
and an expanding economy based upon the democratic free enterprise 
system. Thus we can accomplish both goals. We can enjoy all the 
things that make work easier and leisure more fun -- and at the same 
time we can meet the demands for national defense and foreign aid, 
for education, roads, social security and the whole roster of public 
needs. 

I think the American people will reject the notion that 
prosperity is a sin. They will have little patience with a cult that 
preaches economic asceticism. Most Americans will recognize it would 
tighten not merely a belt but a noose. 

We will not succumb to efforts to make us feel guilty about 
being prosperous. For one thing, we Americans are just not that 
prosperous, by comparison with what we know we can achieve. For 
another, under our system, personal prosperity is far from a sin; 
it is rather a means of public economic salvation. Americans can 
readily understand that a new refrigerator helps indirectly to pay 
for a Polaris submarine; a second car in the garage can make possible 
a second chance for a victim of illness or unemployment; a higher 


gross national product can underwrite higher education. 


(more) 
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These are some of the implications that we in broadcasting 
and the gas industry -- and millions of our fellow Americans -- 
might bear in mind as we rise to the challenge and opportunity of 
the Sixties. We have entered a decade in which our lives and our 
liberty may well be at stake, but in the light of our common interest 
in a consumer-oriented society, it is worth remembering there is some 
precedent for associating life and liberty with the pursuit of 


happiness.

Nation's Musical Heritage to Be Showcased in Full-Hour TV Series 


To Be Produced by NBC Special Projects With 


Score by Robert Russell Bennett 


A series of full-hour events showcasing America's tuneful 
musical heritage will be produced by NBC Special Projects for presen- 
tation next season on the NBC-TV Network, David Levy, Vice President, 
Programs and Talent, announced today. 

Donald B. Hyatt, director of Special Projects and. producer- 
director of the network's "Project 20," will be executive producer of 
the new venture, which will be titled "America's Music," 

Robert Russell Bennett, music director of "Project 20" and 
one of the best-known figures in American music today, will score the 
new productions in what Hyatt termed a "fast-moving and foot-tapping 
manner," 

To produce and write the initial programs Hyatt has engaged 
William Nichols, for seven years the idea man for "Your Hit Parade" and 
producer of the first two "Bell Telephone Hour" TV programs. Nichols 
was producer and writer for "Those Ragtime Years," a soon-to-be-tele- 
cast "Project 20" event in which Hoagy Carmichael stars as narrator 
and performer. 

As outlined by Hyatt, "America's Music" will be a "broad 
extension" of "Project 20" techniques developed in the recent

"Oscar Hammerstein II: An Appreciation" and in "Those Ragtime Years," 
which will offer for the first time on TV a music show blending drama, 
historic motion picture film and still-pictures-in-motion with 
authentically recreated musical numbers. 

"America's Music" will tell the stories of the personalities 
and musical ideas that have enabled the nation to make a rich contri- 
bution to world culture, Hyatt said. Subjects being developed include 
musical comedy, from "The Black Crook" to "The Sound of Music"; the 
songs of wartime, from the American Revolution to World War II; and 
the big brass bands, from the time of the village bandstands to today's 
football marching bands with their drum majorettes. 

The strange world of Tin Pan Alley, the record industry and 
the dance will be explored in further programs. The blues, jazz and 
the swing of the 1930s will be treated in individual shows. Stories 
of notable songwriters like Richard Rodgers, Jerome Kern, George 
Gershwin, Victor Herbert, and Stephen Foster also are on the agenda. 

"We will stress a narrative approach in what we hope will be 
gay but important looks at ourselves and our music," Hyatt said. 
"America's music was not created or performed in a historical vacuum, 
and we will showcase the music in the context of its time and place,-- 
the social and political environment of the period." 

Each program will have a musical storyteller like Hoagy 
Carmichael in "Those Ragtime Years," which will be the first of the

'JACK PAAR SHOWS' TO ORIGINATE IN HAWAIT 


And on Return Trip, Hollywood Will Be Program Setting 
For Eight Telecasts of the Late-Night Series 


Little grass shacks, tropical breezes and the graceful hula 
will be part of NBC-TV's "Jack Paar Show" when it originates a trio 
of programs from the Hawaiian Islands in November. Paar, Hugh Downs, 
Jose Melis and members of the show family -- Peggy Cass, Buddy Hackett 
and Jonathan Winters -~ will make the trip. 

Paar will tape the three programs for presentation (in black 
and white only) on the NBC-TV Network Wednesday through Friday, 
November 9, 10 and 11 in the usual 11:15 p.m. to 1 a.m. EST time spot. 
The tapes will be flown to NBC in Hollywood for transmission over the 
network, 

The shows will originate at the Hawaiian Village Hotels in 
Waikiki, where an oceanside restaurant will be converted into a special 
TV studio accommodating an audience of 300. 

Paul Orr, producer of the show, plans to integrate native 
entertainment into the usual conversational format of the program. 
Examples of Polynesian and Tahitian dancing will be shown along with 
Singing and comedy acts by leading Hawaiian entertainers. 

Personalities from the islands will also be invited to appear 
on the conversation panel.

Film segments of Hawaiian activities -- such as skin-diving 
and surf-riding and tours of outlying islands will also be integrated 
into the format. 

During the two weeks which follow the Hawaiian origination, 
Paar will telecast from the NBC studios at Hollywood and Vine in 
Hollywood. These telecasts will also be in black and white. Monday 
through Thursday of each week -- Nov. 14-17 and Nov. 21-24 -- will be 
the dates of Hollywood-originated Paar shows, with the two Friday 
telecasts (Nov. 18 and 25) consisting of "Best of Paar" programs 
(taped highlights from previous shows). 

This is the show's fourth trip to the West Coast. Last 
year Paar had a guest list which included some of the top names in 
showbusiness and the programs which resulted were acclaimed as some of 
Paar's best.

Irving Gitlin, executive producer of "The Nation's Future," 
said that each program in the new series would present two prominent 
leaders in public life debating an issue on which they are known to 
hold opposing views, while simultaneous meetings on that issue are held 
around the country. He said that the debates "will fill the urgent need 
for widespread public participation in current affairs and wi? provide

Moderator of the series will be John K, M. McCaffery, tele- 
vision newsman, author, former book-publishing and magazine editor, 
and former moderator of the program, "The Author Meets the Critic." 

The series will be produced by Robert Allison, who has produced or 
written "The People's Platform," “Issues on Trial," "Invitation to 
Learning," "The Search," "Adventure" and other public affairs series. 

The first program will originate in the NBC Studios in New 
York, where Dr. Teller, Dr. Szilard and McCaffery will face an audience 
of scientists, reporters and the public. There will be cutaways to 
the NBC Studios in Chicago and Los Angeles where similar audiences 
will be assembled. In later programs, other cities will be used for 
these remote originations. 

The format of the series calls for a brief statement by each 
of the two participants summarizing his basic position on the issue.

Dr. Edward Teller was associated with the Manhattan Project 
which developed the first Atomic Bomb, and was a leading architect of 
the Hydrogen Bomb. He is a professor at the University of California 
and the former director of the Radiation Laboratory at Livermore. On 
a recent "Meet the Press" program he urged that the United States 
resume nuclear testing "underground and possibly in interplanetary 
space." 

Dr. Leo Szilard, professor at the University of Chicago, 
worked with Enrico Fermi in devising the chain reaction system, com- 
posed of uranium and graphite, which was used in setting up the chain 
reactions achieved at the University of Chicago in 1942. This chain 


reaction was a key to the successful development of the A-Bomb.

Heart of "Operation Ballot" is RCA's New York Electronics 
Service Center at 45 Wall Street, New York, linked by special audio 
and video communications channels with NBC's New York Election Central 
in Studio 8-H at 30 Rockefeller Plaza, and with many additional 
sources of election information around the country. 

Each time network coverage switches to the RCA data center, 
NBC News commentator Richard Harkness, assigned to "Operation Ballot," 
will report first the trends and subsequently the projected winner as 
indicated by the massive electronic system, capable of prodigious 
feats of speed and accuracy. 

The early returns represent the sole ingredient required by 
the RCA 501 to begin projecting the final result.

NBC News Task Force of More Than 1,000 to Cover Elections Nov. 8, 
Using Media's Most Elaborate Data Collection and Reporting System 


An NBC News task force of more than 1,000 reporters, editors 
and assistants will cover the 1960 elections with the most elaborate 
information collection and reporting system ever devised in broad- 
casting. 

William R. McAndrew, Vice President, NBC News, said the 
Election Night coverage Tuesday, Nov. 8, on the NBC-TV and NBC Radio 
Networks will be "an exercise in speed and accuracy, based on good, 

' solid reporting." He said NBC News will have special reporters working 
in every state to gather election returns and to funnel these figures 
and interpretive data into NBC Election Central in Radio City, New 
York. 

Anchormen for television will be Chet Huntley and David 
. Brinkley, NBC's award-winning commentators, and, for radio, veteran 
news correspondents Morgan Beatty and Robert McCormick. 

; A key feature of the operation will be the first use on 
television -- and in politics -- of the RCA 501, an electronic data 
processing system which will forecast the Presidential winner far in

advance of the final tally. The network coverage will switch peri- 
odically to the RCA Electronic Systems Center at 45 Wall Street, New 
York, for forecasts of the popular and electoral vote. 

The television coverage (all times EST) will begin with "The 
Texaco Huntley-Brinkley Report" from 6:45 to 7 p.m. and will continue 
after 7 p.m. as developments warrant until 8:30 p.m., when continuous 
coverage will start. On NBC Radio (all times EST), returns will be 
reported on the hourly newscasts throughout the day and there will be 
a complete summary of latest returns on "News of the World" from 
7:30 to 7:45 p.m. Later developments will be reported on the hourly 
newscast from 8 to 8:05 p.m. and continuous coverage will begin at 
the conclusion of that newscast. Hourly newscasts scheduled through- 
out the evening will be presented from NBC Election Central. 

"We will remain on the air," McAndrew said, "until we have 
told the American people who their new President and Vice President 
are, which party controls the Senate and which party controls the . 
House of Representatives." 

McAndrew will supervise the entire election coverage, 
assisted by Julian Goodman, Director, News and Public Affairs. Two 
separate staffs will be operating -- one to gather, verify and post 
the returns in record time, the other to present the developments on 
television and radio. 

Elmer W. Lower, Manager, NBC News Washington, will be 
Operations Manager in charge of NBC's own election news service, 
Reuven Frank, who produced NBC's highly praised TV coverage of the 
Democratic and Republican conventions last Summer, will be producer 
of the Election Night television coverage.

Assisting Lower in organizing the nation-wide reporting 
system are Bert Ivry, Assistant News Desk Supervisor, Washington;

"We tried out some new techniques in covering the West

"For several weeks they have been 
traveling throughout their assigned states -- watching the candidates 
campaign and talking with political leaders and ordinary citizens to 
get a clear understanding of the political climate in key places.

This first-hand knowledge will give their reporting the color -- the 
extra word or phrase -- that sets it apart from a mere recital of 
figures." 

He said the special reporters have been carefully chosen 
for their assignments. Most of them have between 20 and 40 years of 
experience in political reporting. "Their reports would be inadequate 
and tiresome if they only shoveled out figures," he said, "but they 
will do much more. They will explain what the figures mean -- they 
will give us the 'why! of the results in every instance." 

On Election Night the regional reporters will receive a 
steady stream of information from the special reporters and the wire 
service teletype machines. Backing up each regional reporter will be 
a team of two editors, an election returns supervisor, four operators 
of an election posting machine and two desk assistants. 

The returns will be transmitted to the RCA Electronic 
Systems Center from NBC Election Central by RCA's DaSpan, the first 
digital communications system designed to integrate electronic data 
processing with remote operations. NBC News correspondent Richard 
Harkness, stationed at the RCA Electronic Systems Center, will report 
first the trends and subsequently the projected winner as indicated by 
the massive electronic system, capable of prodigious feats of speed 
and accuracy. Huntley and Brinkley and the other newsmen in NBC 
Election Central also will be kept informed of the forecasts in this 
"Operation Ballot." 

NBC also will have the services of Samuel Lubell, noted 
political columnist and author, who will explain voting trends on the 
basis of his public opinion poll in selected election precincts.

; This Fall, Messrs. Nixon and Kennedy have stumped the country, 
traveling by jet plane and by helicopter. When not actually in the air, 
they have appeared on it -- by radio and television. 

: Almost gone, alas and alack, is that great old American 
‘political tradition, the campaign train. 

; Perhaps planes, helicopters and radio and television are more 
efficient. Certainly the nominees have reached more voters. But no 
longer will the public experience the "intimacy" of the whistlestops of 
‘a Harry S. Truman, the warm, personal smile of an FDR, or the stubborn 
determination of a Wendell Willkie. And, for reporters, all of the fun 
“of politics is gone from campaigning.

Of all the trains, I liked Willkie's the best. The railroad 
took the seats out of a Pullman car and converted it into a press-room- 
on-wheels. A loudspeaker line ran from the rear platform into the car 
so that we could sit at our typewriters and hear the candidate perform 
at way stations. 

We came to know Willkie's key lines by heart, and occasionally, 
from our hideaway at the other end of the train, we would chant along 
with him. For example, I still remember one key phrase. He would shout: 
"Only the productive can be strong, and only the strong can be free." 

In the latter part of his 1940 campaign, Willkie threw away 
his train schedule. He would travel wherever party leaders thought he 
might win votes. The result was that we went days without a bath, 

One night, we were in Louisville. A good lady invited all 
aboard the train to a party after Willkie spoke. She was a good provider 
and her table was filled with food and drink. But all we wanted was a 
bath. 

The hostess was a good sport. She dug into her linen closet 
and, while guests mingled below, we waited in line upstairs for a hot 
shower. 

The most inveterate traveler was FDR, who made frequent coast- 
to-coast trips. In 1937, I covered the Roosevelt trip from Washington 
to Seattle, and back to Hyde Park, 

In Chicago, I invited my mother and father to come aboard the 
train for lunch, Father, a minister on Chicago's North Shore, sniffed 
the stale air. He looked about the drawing room, especially that little 
bench. The bench was covered with a layer of dirty shirts, a layer of 
carbon copies of my dispatches, another layer of dirty clothes, and on 
and on, 

"My," he commented, "what a strange way to make a living." 


Of course it was, but we all loved the campaign train.
